Middlston was in favor of ita adoption, but
did not speak. Finding the wpposition so
strong, I withdrew the resolution,

It was proposed in the Uuion eaucus to
send delegates to Virginia and North Caro
ina, and agreed to.  Judge Huger and Mr.
Poinsett were appointed. The subject of
the “test oath” in the ordinanceof nollifica~
tion was most earnestly discussed i eaueus
It proposed to swear a Judge to enforce the
ordinanae of nullification befdre he was ale
lowed to sit on the trial of a case arising
under it,  Some of the Judges declared they
would never take it, and others gave no ex-
pression of opinion on the sabject, Judge
Huger was terrible in his denunciations of
the test uath. He said when his rights had
to be adjudged by a perjurad Judge and
jury, it was a mockery of all judigial tria's
and joetice was at an end. The ordinanes
of Nullifieation was to go into operation in
February. The eonvention then adjourn-

He spoke of the
tyranny and oppression of the dominant
party, the disgrace of the test oath and the
horrors of disnnion. He completely des
molished Judge Johnson's argament and
appenl in favor of moderation. Whilst
epenking, he said  “Can I be ealled a free-
man, when I am (o be (ried by a purjured
Judge aud a packed jury!" This EXPress
sion met with great applause from the
whole convention.  If there had been any
disposition on the part of Judges O'Nenll

Memminger submitted a plan for organiz-
ing the Union party througheut the State
for self-defence and protection. “*Washing-
ton Societies™ were to be formed in each
district, with as many branches in every
neighborhood as possible.  Each wociety
way to have n President and three Vice-
Presidents . In ease of emergency, and in
dufenee of their constitution and legal rights,
these societies were to become military
companies. Mr. Poinsett was eoramander
io chief, with division officers in different
sectione of the Btate.  Col, Rebt. Cunning-
bam was appointed for the vpper dirision
of the Siate. This looked very much as if
we were preparing for war.
